Looney 
of Prescott 
some time ago 
went to the north to investigate the 
conditions 
under which 
the elk are

preserved 
and if it is possible 
to get some for Arizona 
He found 
that for 
1600 a herd 
of eighty animals could be brought 
from Yellowstone 
Park to Arizona 
sufficient to make a good start 
In
